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Labor Day - 1953 

The first Monday in September is not merely a day for pic¬ 
nicking, or for Labor union parades or for speeches by politicians 
and labor leaders. 

It’s more than that, or, at least, it should be. It should ba 
an occasion for both the public and the members of organized 
labor to weigh the performance of labor in the 12 months past. 
So often, the whole emphasis is on what labor has gained. It is 
important, of course, for labor to make gains, to obtain better 
pay, where justified, and better working conditions. But such 
gains are not, or should not be, the whole purpose or aim of 


labor unions. 

Labor has a responsibility to the public. That responsibility 
is to respect the public welfare, comfort and convenience in con¬ 
nection with every demand on management that may lead to 
a strike. To be sure, management has an equal responsibility 
to the people. 

In some instances, as in the five-week-old bus strike in Oak¬ 
land, both labor and management seem utterly contemptuous of 
the public. Things like this make people angry and give the 
cause of labor a sharp setback. Fortunately, most labor leaders 
find it quite possible to gain benefits for the workers they repre¬ 
sent without calling for costly walkouts. Strong labor unions are 
essential to America, but they will be strong only as they are 
wisely led. And in some instances the need is for much wiser 
leaders.

Correction of 
High Blood Pressure 

A fresh start on this subject 
is necessary to brush aside 
vast stores of material which 
only intensify the confusion 
on this important ailment. In 
order to begin where we 
should, let us quote briefly 
from Grey’s Textbook of An¬ 
atomy, “The carotid, sinus, 
a slight dilatation, lem. in 
length, of the internal carotid 
artery at its origin from the 
common carotid, is an im¬ 
portant organ for the regula¬ 
tion of systemic blood-pres¬ 
sure. Special nervous end- 
organs in its modified wall 
respond to increase and to de¬ 
crease in blood-pressure and 
through a reflex arc probably 
via the carotid branch of the 
glossopharyngeal nerve con¬ 
vey stimuli to the medulla 
(brain) -. 

In everyday terms this 
means that a pipe carrying 
fluid at a constant pressure 
has to have a gage which con¬ 
nects with a pressure control 
mechanism. If the gage be¬ 
comes unresponsive so that an 
actual pressure of 200mm. is 
required to show a true pres¬ 
sure of 150mm., then the con¬ 
trol mechanism is thrown off 
so that it regulates at 50mm. 
higher than it should. 

What is the answer when 
this happens? Correct the 
gage so it shows true pressure 
and the control mechanism is 
able to operate correctly. In 
terms of blood-pressure, ac¬ 
cording to Grey, the little 
gage found at a precise point 
in the artery of the neck must 
be resensitized so that it gives 
1 h e brain-control-mechanism 
the true moment by moment 
blood pressure in the arteries. 
From this information, a tech¬ 
nique has been developed to 
correct this type of blood-pres¬ 
sure problem. It is profoundly 
simple and effective in a very 
high percentage of cases in¬ 
cluding fairly advanced hard¬ 
ening of the arteries. 

Any approach to control of 
high blood • pressure which 
fails to take into account the 
facts related above falls far 
short in correlation with the 
most basic facts known on the 
subject today. Anyone suf-* 
fering with high blood-pres¬ 
sure who has not been given 
the advantages of this knowl¬ 
edge has received very little 
indeed for what they have 
spent for professional care. 
Every person with high blood- 
pressure should find out for 
themselves what this method 
can mean to them.

R Plant Spring Bulbs Now 

The riot of color which win¬ 
ter gardens become when 
s spring bulbs blossom out is al¬ 
ways a wonderful and welcome 
3 sight. These gay harbingers of 
t spring should be planted in 
September and October, so that 
they may develop roots during 
their winter dormancy period. 

; Spring bulbs range from the 
s graceful tulip in shadings of 
i red, blue, yellow, white; narcis- 
, sus (daffodils) witli various 
I sized trumpets in bright yellow 
and white; dainty—but sturdy 
—single and double hyacinths 
in various shadings; dusky 
anemones, crocuses and many 
others. 

Have Many Uses 

Such early blooming bulbous 
plants are ideal for border or 
container planting to beautify 
your Janai, patio or porch. Bulbs 
such as the tulip, hyacinth and 
daffodil begin their two month 
blooming cycle as early as 
March 15—well in time to deco- 
rate your garden for Easter or 
spring entertaining. 

In areas where freezing are 
encountered, September plant¬ 
ing is essentia] to allow time 
for roots to develop. As alter¬ 
nate freezing and thrawing may 
dislodge bulb roots, it is best 
to apply a mulch of straw sev¬ 
eral days after the freezing oc¬ 
curs. The mulch should be re¬ 
moved as soon as the bulb 
breaks through the ground in 
spring. 

How to Plant 

Although planting require¬ 
ments differ slightly, generally 
it is safe to plant in a mixture 
of sand, cow manure (or bone 
meal) and friable loam and in 
a sunny location. Bulbs will not 
develop in the shade. Also, 
they must be kept moist to en¬ 
courage root development. 

Set them down 4-6 inches 
from the neck of the bulb, or f 
three times their own height, ’ 
with the bottom resting on ! 
sandy loam. It is always pref- " 
erable when planting to thor- 
oughly trench the bed immedi- 1 
ately preceding the operation 
s0 that the bulb can establish 11 
itself easily. \ \ 

Nurserymen caution garden- “ 
ers to avoid the possibility of ! 
air holes around bulbs by thor- ; 
oughly packing the ground 
above them. Water each bulb “ 
separately, then the entire bed 
when you complete planting. A ;; 
stubby trowel or one of the 
bulb planters, which remove “ 
sod and soil like a cookie cut- " 
ter, are excellent planting tools, j! 
The bed should be well drained, 
as bulbous plants, though at¬ 
tracted to moisture, will rot in - 
soggy ground after they bloom. 

Group with Others 
It is always best to square 
and layout your planting bed ! 
if you plan a solid bed of tulips 
or daffodils. Most bulbous ! 
plants are more effective, how¬ 
ever, if they are grouped with ” 
other spring flowering annuals _ 
such as candytuft, pansies or 
phlox. Bulbs such as daffodils 
should be planted about seven “ 
or eight inches apart—as they 
multiply. They may be left in _ 
the ground for three or four 
seasons, or until they appear 
crowded. Tulips and hyacinths, 
however, should be lifted and 
stored every year, as they 
weaken with each successive 
year in the ground. 

Tulips and hyacinths, which !— 
are planted in containers and 
raised inside, can be forced to 
bloom early. Early single tulios 
have been forced to bloom in | 
January, coming out in bril- | 
liant Vermillion, scarlet, rose | 
buff, yellow and purple. |

Back to School 
Advice Given 
By Gilbert 

ROY O. GILBERT, M.D. 

Los Angeles County

Starting to school is an im¬ 
portant event in the life of a 
small child and whether or not 
it will prove to be a happy one 
depends, to a large extent, on 
the child’s parents. Other things 
being equal, a healthy child 
has a better chance of being 
happy and successful in school 
than one who is sickly and it 
is the responsibility of his par¬ 
ents to see that he gets the 
right send-off. 

School days bring with them 
the greater possibility of ex¬ 
posure to disease. The young¬ 
ster who starts to school for the 
first time meets many new chil¬ 
dren and, because of this, it is 
wise to make sure that he is 
protected against the more seri¬ 
ous common contagious dis¬ 
eases of childhood. Booster doses 
of diphtheria and tetanus tox¬ 
oid are therefore recommended 
along with revaccination 
against smallpox if the doctor 
thinks i* advisable. 

"Whooping" Danger Past 

It is not usually considered 
necessary to give further pro¬ 
tection against whooping cough 
at this time because the age of 
greatesst danger has already 
passed. Deaths from whooping 
cough rarely occur in children 
oevr five, while in tetanus half 
the deaths from this disease 
occur in children under 15 
years of age. 

No child should be allowed 
to start school with a handicap 
that can be corrected. The doc¬ 
tor should be permitted to dis¬ 
cover poor eyesight so that the 
child’s inability to see the 
blackboard will not retard his 
learning process and label him 
a dullard. If a hearing defect 
has developed, it may be pos¬ 
sible to correct it and prevent 
progressive hearing loss. And 
if dental care is needed, it is 
better to have it done before 
school opens and thus prevent 
any needless absence. 

Many little things can add to 
the child’s feeling of security 
as he begins his school life. 
Familiairity with the route he 
must take to school, particular 
instruction in the crossing of 
streets, and a visit to the school
